A Fighter Is Gone 


Despite a lingering illness and a prolonged 
“ serious” physical condition, 
k was a great 
« bock to learn of the death of Gov. Ralph 
Brook s. Only hours before he pas.sed away, 
the governor had announced ” 1 am stick ­ 
ing m for the fight” for a seat m the U.S. 
Senate, 
Tht se words ot the governor were typical 
of the man. He had perhaps one of the short­ 
est yet stormiest political careers on rec­ 
ord. He won the governorship in a major 
upset and took otiice amid the controversy 
of an election recount. He became k nown 
during his campaign as a man who spok e 
his thoughts without reservation. 
He 
was constantly 
in demand as a 
speak er because of his oratorical ability 
as well as the position of governor which he 
occupied 
He was nut the k ind of public 
servant who made much on an elfort to woe 
his opposition. He was a Democrat through 
and through and never gave an inch when 
it came to the verbal slugfests of electiua- 
eenng. 
This was a characteristic which often 
made him the center of public* controversy. 
K was often not so much what the governor 
did but what he said which led to conflict. 
Attack was the only strategy Governor 
Brook s really understood and that k ind of 


a battle in politics is always a strain and 
a cau.se of turmoil. 
Yet, he was more than a gallant fighter. 
For all of his politically unwise statements, 
the governor provided the state with two 
years of enlightened leadership. Beyond 
the fire of his .speech we can recall a man 
who moved the highway program off its 
past dead center, who made a number of 
outstanding appointments to other state 
offices, who initialed constructive action in 
the field of flood control plans on a state­ 
wide base, who pushed development of state 
park s and tourists attractions and saw a 
special levy established to further these 
ends, who had established under his ad­ 
ministration an outstanding program of it*- 
search on new uses for agricultural prod­ 
ucts. who pushed through a special session 
of the Legislation for the adoption of meas­ 
ures furthering the industrial growth of the 
state and who never had to face any charge 
ut corruption of any k ind. 
Whdt the future might have held for the 
governor had his health not tailed him one 
can only speculate upon, but he would have 
always been a force to reck on with. History 
will bring growing respect for Ralph Brook s 
and his ability will be missed in the future. 
His many friends and all the state share m 
the family’s sorrow of his death. 


lowans Discouraged 
Nebrask a has ju.st closed one of its all 
time successes in term.s of .stale fairs, well 
plea.sed with everything- crowds, weather, 
in.struction and entertainment. It has been 
an extension of a number of years of stead­ 
ily greater exposition achievements and 
public acceptance. 
Quite in contrast the Des Moines Register 
showed concern over the decline of the 
Iowa Slate fair, ll noted that while attend­ 
ance ran 427,005, the figure was 25,00 be­ 
low advance eslimale and tki.OOO less than 
the record attendance of 1954. 
The Register probed for reason for this 
decline. The Iowa fair, lik e the Minnesota 
fair has been over the years one ol the 
greatest ones in the Midlands. Perhaps, 
thought the Register, the fair dates col­ 
lided with the opening of the schools. Many 
oul.slale parents are reluctant to tak e tlie 


family away from home for a day or two 
at the fair when school is m session. 
Then, too, it may be that the argicultural 
and livestock exhibits no longer teach and 
stimulate as they once did. Farmers have 
other and better sources now of getting in­ 
formation and ideas which will help them 
raise more corn and better livestock . 
Whatever the Iowa reason may be, the 
succe.ss of the Nebrask a exposition stands 
as a rebuttal to the thesis of it being a 
universal condition. If lowans are finding a 
growing effeteness that mak es their fair 
less provocative, or a pock etbook condition 
that is too depressing, Nebrask ans evidently 
haven’t experienced such feelings to so 
great a depth and can still rejoice in their 
organized and nick el-plated rusticity. In 
short they are not about to quit lik ing then- 
state fair.

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But in another sense even the men who 
delight in the sting of the phrase admit its 
incongruity. For Castroism is becoming in­ 
creasingly destimctive toward social and 
economic progress, while the long-awaited 
aid program is tailored to be constructive 
in these very fields. 
The meeting of finance ministers from 
the Organization of American States in Bo­ 
gota represents a crucial step in ending a 
long period of misunderstanding between 
Washington and its southern neighbors.

In doing so it largely neglected its placid 
hemispheric friends while it

Europe, then Asia. At the time, the large 
Latin nations were still spending surpluses 
built up during the war, and dictatorial re­ 
gimes controlled popular aspirations in sev­ 
eral countries. 
Then surpluses began to run down, popu­ 
lations increased drastically, inflation set in, 
trade balances turned negative. Social pro­ 
test began to become noisy against large 
landholders,

invested 
abroad, and squandering, brutal dictators. 
Bogota is look ed upon as being a major 
test of United Stales intentions. If they are 
found to be energetic, realistic, and aimed 
toward popular needs, the misnomer “Cas­ 
tro plan” will eventually fade.
